Mother and Five Little Ones Burned 
to Death In New York. 


New York, Dec. 12.—A mother and 
her five children were burned to death 
in a fire In a 
five-story 
apartment 
house at Columbus avenue and 100th 
«treet. Two others were Injured and 
a score or more tenants were thrown 
Into a panic, some of them cut off 
from escape and several rescued by 
police and 
firemen. 


The dead include Mr«. John Thoma- 
son, the Kiother; her 3-year-old tv/ina 
and her three other children ranging 
from 7 months to 9 years of age.

MRS. ROGERS 
^ PUT TO DEATH 


Windsor, Vt., Dec. 9. — Without a 
Ircmor and without a word Mrs. Mary 
Mabel Roger« marched to her death on 
tho gallows at the sUto prison her« 
und paid the penally of murdering her 
husband, Marcus Rogers, at Bennln|;- 


tori on August 13, 1902. To all appear- 
anros Mrs. Rogers was the calmest per- 
soii in the chamber of death. She faced 
her end with tho same stoical Indiffer- 
ence that had marked her demeanor 
ever since hor arrest, more than throe 
years ago, Governor Bell firmly refused 
to int'^rfcve with the sentence. 


There were no sensational incidents 
In connection with the hansin«. 


Although the woman was not of!l- 
cially pronounccd dead until 14 minutes 
and 30 seconds after 
the 
ti'ap waa 
sprung, she evidently suffered no pain. 
Her neck was broken at the second 
cervical Vertebrae and she lost con- 
sciousness Instantly the drop fell. A 
few feeble convulsive movements of 
her pinioned hands were the only evi- 
dence that viUlity had survived the 
first shock. 


Since the death watch was ostab- 
lichcd Mrs. Rogers had eaten heartily, 
and she has slept soundly, Mr. and Mrs. 
M. H, i^ukes, of the prison staff, com- 
prised tho death 
watch, eating 
and 
sleeping in the same room 
with 
the 
condemned woman. 
Margaret, the lit- 
tle child of the Loukes. was a frequent 
visitor in the cell, and her childish talk 
evidently eased many wi^aiy hours dur- 
ing Mrs. Rogers' last days and helped 
her to keep her mind off her own fate. 
During the last few days Mrs, Rogers 
spent a preat deal of time In crocheting 
tokens for relatives and friends. 


When the guards went to Mrs. Rog- 
ers' cell to escort her to the death 
chamber they found her receiving spir- 
itual consolation from Father Delaney, 
her confesiwr, who the day before had 
administered the sacrament of Holy 
Communion to her. Down three 
flights 
of stairs from Mrs. Rogers' cell the 
procession wended its way. Holding 
Ijor head higK Mrs. Rogers never fal- 
tered for an instant as her eyes rested 
on the seaiYold. Unaided she mounted 
the steps, walked onto the trap and 
then seated herself In a chair. A mo- 
ment later she arose, having declined 
a n offer by the authorities to make a 
etatement.

SENATOR MTCHELL 


BLEEDS TO DEATH 


Portland, Ore., Dec. 9.—United States 
Senator John H. Mitchell died at tho 
Good Samaritan hospital In this city, 
lieath 
resulting 
from 
complications 
which followed the removal of four 
teeth at a dental ofilco. A hemorrhage 
of unusual severity followed the re- 
moval of the teeth, and despite the ap- 
plications of the most powerful styp- 
tics known to dental science the flow 
of blood could not be stopped. Physi- 
cians were summoned 
to the dental 
office, 
but 
the 
combined 
scientific 
Icnowledge of the dentists and physi- 
cians could not stop the flow of blood. 
The senator's condition soon became 
alarming, and it was determined to re- 
move him to the hospital. When the 
senator reached the hospital he was In 
a very weakened condition, and It be- 
came apparent that unless the flow of 
blood v/as soon st(),p.ped he would die. 


Senator Mitchell did not, at any time, 
realize the seriousness of his condition. 
When he visited the dental ofllce ha 
•y^ras in a weakened condition owing to 
the disease which affected him, and his 
request that an anaesthetic be adminis- 
tered was declined, the dentist per- 
suading him that such a course might 
prove harmful. The first three teeth 
were extracted with little or no trou- 
ble, the flow of blood being normal. 
Tho exti'acting of the fourth tooth was 
a difllcult task, and It was following 
the removal of this' that the violent 
hemorrhage manifested Itself,

MRS. ROGERS 
^ PUT TO DEATH 


Windsor, Vt., Dec. 9. — Without a 
Iromor and Vi^lthout a word Mrs. Mary 
Mabel Roger« marched to her death on 
the gallows at the sUte prison here 
and paid the penalty of murdering her 
husband, Marcus Rogers, at ^Bennln|;- 


tori on August 13, 1902. To all appear­ 
ances Mrs, Roftors was the calmest per- 
soii in the chamber of death. She faced 
her end with the same stoical Indiffer­ 
ence that had marked her demeanor 
ever since her arrest, more than throe 
years ago. Governor Bell firmly refused 
to interfere with the sentence. 
There were no sensational incidents 
In connection with the hanging. 
Although the woman was not offi­ 
cially pronounced dead until 14 minutes 
and 30 seconds after 
the 
trap waa 
sprung, she evidently suffered no pain. 
Her neck was broken at the second 
cervical Vertebrae and she lost con­ 
sciousness Instantly the drop fell. A 
few feeble convulsive movements of 
her pinioned hands were the only evi­ 
dence that vitality had survived the 
first shock. 
Since the death watch was estab- 
lichcd Mrs. Rogers had eaten heartily, 
and she has slept soundly. Mr. and Mrs. 
M. H. ijoukes, of the prison staff, com­ 
prised the death 
watch, eating 
and 
sleeping in the same room with 
the 
condemned woman. Margaret, the lit­ 
tle child of the Loukes. was a frequent 
visitor in the cell, and hor childish talk 
evidently eased many w^^avy hours dur­ 
ing Mrs. Rogers* last days and helped 
her to keep her mind off her own fate. 
During the last few days Mrs, Rogers 
spent k preat deal of time In crocheting 
tokens for relatives and friends. 
Wheh the guards went to Mrs. Rog­ 
ers’ cell to escort her to the death 
chamber they found her receiving spir­ 
itual consolation from Father Delaney, 
her confessor, who the day before had 
adrainistered the sacrament of Holy 
Communion to her. Down three flights 
of stairs from Mrs. Rogers* cell the 
procession wended Its way. Holding 
lior head higl\ Mrs. Rogers never fal­ 
tered for an Imstaut as her eyes rested 
on the soaiYold. Unaided she mounted 
the steps, walked onto the trap and 
then seated herself In a chair. A mo­ 
m ent later she aroee, having declined 
an offer by the authorities to make a 
statement.

request that an anaeetlietic be adminis­ 
tered was decllni»d, the dentist per- 
suttdlng him that such a course might 
prove harmful.

Make a straight 
collar 
band. 
A 
curved band will push down beneath 
the ribbon stock. 


Don't bring the shoulder seam for- 
ward; it is better to drop it a little 
back to make the garment fit. 


Cut the Avaist a half inch too big all 
around—in height, at neck, under arms, 
etc., says the Trenton Times. 


It is better to have a small armhole 
and plenty to play in the waist under- 
neath than to cut a large armhole for 
freedom of movement. 


Take a small dart into the front of 
the armhole, if necessary, to get a good 
set across the chest. 


If the sleeve is too tight don't let out 
the inside seam to remedy it. 


The sleeve must be seamed into the 
waist Avlth the seam turned into the 
neck and stitched flat. Otherwise the 
sleeve will stand up unpleasantly. 


Don't use French seams in a thin 
waist.

Germany sharply separates a realm of 
Inactivity and want from one of mod- 
ern improvements and enterprise. 


From Wajsaw to Alexandrowo is 120 
miles. 
In all that distance, in Russia, 
there is no permanent bridge across 
the Vistula River. 
In summer tem- 
porary bridges are built upon boats, 
but those must be taken away In tho 
winter. 
In tho fall and spring when 
the Ice Is weak, it is for weeks at a 
time Impossible to cross. 
Tho same 
river flows throuirli Germany 130 miles 
before reaching the Baltic. 
Though It 
is wider in that country, it is crossed 
by ilve railway 
bridges 
that have 
Mngon roadways and by several bridges 
for wagons only. 


From 
Soldau, Russian 
Poland, 
to 
Zawisna, is 170 miles. 
A Hue connect- 
ing these places crosses one railroad, 
the main line from Berlin to Moscoav, 
and one projected railroad. 
A parallel 
lino llfty miles west of this In tierman 
Poland crosses fourteen railways. 
The 
country traversed is similar, and Is in- 
habited by the same people, the Polos, 
From Beutben, in Southern Silesia, 
near where (lOrmany, Russia and Aus- 
tria-Hungary meet, a railway in (ier- 
many runs almost parallel to tho Riis- 
sian border o.lO miles to Memel, the last 
(Jerman town on tho Baltic. 
This road 
passes through a country similar to 
that lying to the east, as tho boundary 
is artiilcial. 
In Austrian Pohind. or 
(ialicia, there is a similar line parallel 
to tho boundary. 
^ 


This German railway is crossed by 
eleven lines that run eastward until 
they reach the border, whore they stop 
short, their loose ends pointing toward 
Russia. 
The border for 2iX) mlh»s ii 
crossed only once, at Alexandrowo. by 
the line from Berlin, To the north an- 
other line crosses at Soldau. to tho 
south the line from Vienna crosses at 
Schopplnltz, but there is no direct lino 
to Breslau, Dresden and Leipslc. 


To the north of Russian Poland four 
railways stop at the border; in Galioiu 
five. 
From 
Lodz, a 
manufacturing 
city of 150,000 Inhabitants, one must go 
eastward for twenty miles to Sklornio- 
Mico and then north or south beforo he 
can start west toward civilization. 


Tho Polish border province of Kalisz, 
115 miles long and sevonty-five milos 
wide, with a million inhabitants, has 
not a mile of railroad. 
In tho German 
country adjoining it a similar area has 
oiglit railroads from east to west and 
nine from north to south. 


The difi'eronce is patent to the eye as 
one crosses the border. 
One drives 
along a fine macadam road which has 
stone posts marking the distance ovory 
sixteenth of a mile. 
Once in Russia 
the road becomes a tract of sand upon 
which no labor hfts ever been exponih'di 
The appearance of the towns and the 
people presents as noticeable a con- 
trast. 
In Germany each little town 
has its park. 
The streets are well 
paved, 
Kverything denotes at least a 
degree of prosperity. 
In Russia tho 
buildings are dilapidated, the village 
streets are masses of mud, through 
which yoked oxen slowly splash. 


Instead of 
peasants 
selling their 
goods at the outdoor market, one 
in front of the church a dozen or twt'U- 
ty beggars who look if possible m« ro 
wretched than those of Southern Italy.

CIVILIZATION AND 
RUSSIA—A CONTRAST. 


Soil iind Race the Samet But East­ 
ern Gormanv is Prosperous and 
Western Russia is Poor* 


The boundary between Russia nnd 
Germany sharply separates a realm of 
Inactivity and want from one of mod­ 
ern Improvomonts and enterprise. 
From Wajsaw to Alexandrowo is 120 
miles* 
In all that distance, in Russia, 
there is no permanent bridge across 
tho Vistula River. 
In summer tem­ 
porary bridges are built upon boats, 
but these must be taken away in tho 
winter. 
In tho fall and spring when 
the ice is weak, it is for weeks at a 
time impossible to cross. 
The same 
river flows throuc:h Germany 130 miles 
before reaching the Baltic. Though it 
is wider in that country, it is crossed 
by five railway 
bridges 
that have 
Magon roadways and by several bridges 
for wagons only. 
From Soldau, Russian Poland, to 
Zawisna, is 170 miles. A line connect­ 
ing these places crosscs one railroad, 
the main line from Berlin to Moscow, 
and one projected railroad. A parallel 
line fifty miles west of this in German 
Poland crosses fourteen railways. The 
country traversed is similar, and is in­ 
habited by the same people, the Polos. 
From Beuthen, in Southern Silesia, 
near where (Jermany, Russia and Aus* 
tria-IIungary meet, a railway in (Jer* 
many runs almost parallel to the Rus­ 
sian border ooO miles to Memel. the last 
(ierman town on the Baltic. 
This road 
passes through a country similar to 
that lying to the east, as the boundary 
is artificial. 
In Austrian Poland, or 
(ialicia, there is a similar line parallel 
to the boundary. 
^ 
This German railway is crossed by 
eleven lines that run eastward until 
thej’ reach the border, where they stop 
short, their loose ends pointing loward 
Russia. 
The border for 2{X) mlb*s I:? 
crossed only once, at AlexandroAvn. by 
the line from Berlin. To the north an* 
other line crosses at Soldau, to the 
south the line from Vienna crosses at 
Schoppinitic, but there is no direct lino 
to Breslau, Dresden and Leipsic. 
To the north of Russian Poland four 
railways stop at the border; in Gallfiu 
five. 
From Lodz, a manufacturing 
city of 150,000 inhabitants, one must go 
eastward for twenty miles to Sklernio- 
wico and then north or south before he 
can start west toward civilization. 
The Polish border province of Kalisz, 
115 miles long and seventy-five miles 
wide, with a million inhabitants, has 
not a mile of railroad. In tho German 
country adjoining it a similar area has 
eight railroads from east to west and 
nine from north to south. 
The dilTerence is patent to tiie eyo asf 
one crosses the border. 
One drivos 
along a fine macadam road which haa 
stone posts marking the distance every 
sixteenth of a mile. 
Once in Russia 
the road becomes a tract of sand upon 
which no labor hiis ever been expemled. 
The appearance of the towns and the 
people presents as noticeable a ron- 
trast. 
In Germany each little town 
has its park. 
The streets are well 
paved. 
Kverything denotes at least a 
degree of prosperity. 
In Russia tho 
buildings are dilapidated, the village 
streets are masses of mud, through 
which yoked oxen slowly splash. 
Instead of 
peasants 
selling their 
goods at the outdoor market, one sees 
in front of the church a dozen or twen­ 
ty beggars Avho look if possible nu ro 
wretched than those of Southern Italy.

BPORB these troubles In Vene*uela how many of ug thought of 
the country save as a patch of color on tho iflap? How many 
were cock-sure as to tho spelling of Caracas? How many knew 
that Venezuela means “Little Venice,” or had read that the first 
Invaders, after the Spanish discoverer, were the Germans, Jibout 
three centuries before James Monroe framed his famous maxim? 
Even the Buccaneers are not associated Intimately with the 
country. 
There is only one reference In Esquemeling’s brave 
chronicle where he writes: “Hence they departed, with design 
to take and pillage the city of Caracas, situated over against the 
Island of Curacoa, belonging to tho Hollanders.” 
The boy who studied geography in the sixties, when the earth was still 
comparotlvely romantic and unknown, was interested in land, or sea, or town, 
chiefly through color or name. Blue or purple countries on the map were 
necessarily delectable regions. No desert is as sandy as the “Great North 
American Desert” then looked. There wag Van Dleman'g Land, a dismal, 
suspicion-exciting country; and after the boy had been persuaded that It was 
not Inhabited by demons equipped with horns and hoofs and tails, he would 
nevertheless have «worn to the truth of HaKlItt’s description: “Barren, miser­ 
able, distant; a place of exile, the dreary abode of savages, convicts and ad­ 
venturers.”

Permissible Recreations 
and Amusements 
By Hamilton W. Mable* Auibor and Critic. 
LAY is as much a man's duty as work. Our taste for play 
and tbe intelligent selection of proper forms of recreation 
have never been sufficiently developed^ 
Many people play too much and unintelllgently, otherf 
give no thought to recreation and do their work in an inferior 
way because they lose the freshness that play brings. Work 
and play should never be separated; and this is oarticularly 
true in the higher forms of work, where play Is absolutely 
essential. For example, In art there is a necessity for the 
spontaneity of play. Tho suggestion of toil Instantly destroys the art quality. 
I believe in ^ amusements that the rational, morally wholesome and 
civilized man cantinjoy. But 1 do not believe in any kind of amusement In 
excess. It is a mistake for a man to give up his work and devote his time 
to golf, or so to overdo with the wheel as to strain the heart. 
It seems difficult for tho American to carry moderation Into his work or 
his play. 
Moderation in recreation is as'essential as moderation in work. 
Everything should bo done in reason. 
Again, that recreation Js best which takes one further from his roujttne 
and active life. Tho studeht, the man of sedentary occupation ought to put 
emphasis on out-of-door recreation. 
lie needs more ti'amping, more horse­ 
back riding and less theatre tlian tho man whoso vocation takes him con­ 
stantly out of doors. Every man's life needs all tlie voriety he can possibly 
crowd into it. Tho serious man needs to read novels, and go to the theatre; 
that is, provided ho reads good stories and sees good plays. 
Half of tho mistakes of tho reformers, tho philanthropists and the ethical 
tcachers arise from tlielr lack of perspective. They are too much interested In 
ono field. All followers of earnest pursuits especially need recreation. ,Wo 
all ought to cultivate the sense and use of humor properly to balance life. 
A great many admirable people make serious blunders because they are 
constantly at work and never at play. The man of narrow and intense inter* 
ests Is the man of all others who needs to look over tho wall. 
All wholesome, normal forms of recreation ought to be recognized and 
made legitimate. This is the first step toward making recreation rational and 
clean. 
It Is a significant fact that so many of the great organizers of business en­ 
terprises and leaders of gigantic interests at tho present time take long vaca* 
tlons and make time for their recreation. They have discovered tliot tremendous 
activity is destructive unless tho strain is constantly relieved by Intervals of 
play. The colossal workers of to-day almost without exception are men who 
pursue some form of recreation as earnestly and methodically as they push 
their work to completion. 
And It Is not too much to say that tho great financial men of the future, 
the great organizers, tho Etudents, and tho leaders In tho professions will by 
necessity be great devotees of some form of recreation.

In 100 analysas of the air on Mont 
Blanc’s summit, not a single microba 
was found, although they were plenti­ 
ful in the observatory.

prises of 13500, 1060 and $700 have 
been offered In Russia for papers in­ 
dicating the signs, character and ac­ 
tion of the poison, with methods of 
preventing its formation and anti­ 
dotes. 


“Weather-shooting" 
has assumed 
such importance in southern Europe 
that not less than three international 
congresses to consider it have been 
held. The latest report shows that ex­ 
perts are mostly convinced that gun 
firing is useless for influencing rain or 
hail, although experiments are urged 
until the possible effects are fully un­ 
derstood.

The New York antlquarlum recent­ 
ly added to its collection a snapping 
turtle which waa one of the best ever 
seen in captivity. 
Unfortunately, the 
creature died three days after it was 
received. 
It was a Mississippi snap­ 
per, and measured from the point of 
its beak to the tip of its tail four feet, 
seven and one-half inches. Its upper 
shell was two feet long. 
The total 
weight of the animal was 106 pounds. 


Some of the great Sequoias of south 
em California are estimated 
to be 
from 5000 to 8000 years old, having, 
perhaps spanned the entire period of 
written history. 
A section 
in 
the 
American museum of natural history 
was cut from one of these trees at a 
height of 20 feet, is a little more than 
18 feet In diameter, and Its concentric 
rings show that it began Its‘growth 
in 550 A. D., the tree reaching a di­ 
ameter of 13 feet at Columbus land­ 
ing. 


The observations of Mr. Vaughan on 
the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, south 
of Tallahassee, Fla., show that the 
coast in that vicinity has been per­ 
fectly elevated in very recent times. 
At St. Mark’s, in Wakulla county, 
there is an old) house built on piles, 
beneath which the water at high tide 
formerly passed into a pond in tho 
fields beyond. This Is now no longer 
the case, even at spring tides, unless 
a strong southerly wind has 
been 
blowing for two or more days. A neap 
tide does not aproach within 300 yards 
of the site of the pond. The elevation 
since 1850 or thereabouts has been 
from 12 to 18 Inches, or from two to 
three feet per century. Observations 
by other persons in Texas tend to 
support this conclusion. 


Professor Petrie has recently de­ 
scribed some of the discoveries at 
Hierakonpolis, in Egypt, among the 
tombs of the first pre-dynastlc kings 
about 5000 to 6000 B. 0. Among the 
finds are paint palettes used by the 
royal ladies for grinding face paints. 
The artistic execution of tne carving 
is excellent and shows very high skill. 
Curiously enough the carvings are of 
interest to zoolog^ists as they exhibit 
animals long since extmct in Egypt— 
the hartelieest, etc. The warriors are 
bearded and are , armed with bows, 
with arows feathered on two sides, 
with spears, javelins, double-heaaed 
axes and with weapons like bomer- 
angs. 
Two have lassoes. 
That the 
race who made these objects had very 
high artistic taste and a knowledge 
of technique which proves long prac­ 
tice is apparent from an inspection of 
the objects themselves which are emi­ 
nently superior to any later Egyptian 
work. 


Ether-Drinking'In Russia. 
The habit of ether drinking is known 
to be prevalent in some parts of Rus­ 
sia as of East Prussia, and all the 
efforts pf the authorities to combat 
tlie evil have hitherto been almost 
fruitless. 
An idea of the extent to 
which the habit prevails may be gath- 
ered from reports given in the Rus­ 
sian newspapers of a recent accident 
which occurred at 
a place 
called 
Trossno. Ether is drunk by farmers 
on festive occasions, when it appears 
to be consumed in pailfuls. A farm­ 
er celebrating his son's wedding in the 
fulness of his hospitality got in two 
pails of ether. During the process of 
decanting the either into bottles a 
violent explosion took place, by which 
six children were killed, and one adult 
dangerously, and 14 others more or 
less severely, injured.—British Medl- 
cal Journal,
